Services include a sign-language gallery tour (in sign-language only) on the 
third Saturday of each month at 1:30 p.m., a sign-language interpreted tour on the 
first Sunday of each month at 1:30 p.m., sign-language tours for groups and "Touch 
Tours" for individuals and small groups (by appointment). Nearly all galleries in the 
Museum are wheelchair accessible, and all elevators are self-operated and wheelchair 
accessible.
